Tim Piering, local realtor, 
urges people of the foothill 
communities to watch “The 
End Hunger Televent,” a 
three-hour program which 
will air Apr. 9 on KCOP, 
Channel 13, 8-11 p.m.

City Buys ^55^ Machine 
That ‘Cures’ Pothoie Blues 


One Sierra Madre City 
coluncilman voted against 
and one abstained from voting 
for the purchase of the new¬ 
ly-invented Patch Master re¬ 
cently bought for the city. 

Tom Edwards voted “no” 
and Charles Corp refrained 
from voting since “Sufficient 
information has not been re¬ 
ceived”; however. Mayor 
Carlyle Griffin, Mayor Pro 
Tern Clem Bartolai and 
Councilwoman Lisa Fowler 
voted for purchase of the 
$54,078.75 machine that is 
supposed to repair street pot¬ 
holes in 15 minutes, accord¬ 
ing to the inventor, Patrick 
O’Connor. 

O’Connor not only in¬ 
vented the machine and built 
it, but he is also distributing 
the machine, showing it off 
and serves as the company’s 
chief salesman. 

The activity relating to 
patching a pothole with the 
new machine follows: 

— Debris is cleared away 
by a portable blower. 

— The Patch Master is backed 
over the pothole. 

— Propane burners are ignited 
and the machine’s “Lumin¬ 
ous wall’* is lowered over 
the roadbed. The tempera¬ 
ture of the wall is 1600 de¬ 
grees and the asphalt on the 
street is soon hot enough to 
be raked smooth. 

— A few squirts of rejuvena- 
tor are applied first around 
the edges then on the entire 
area just melted. 

— The area is rolled smooth 
into what is claimed will be a 


permanent road repair. 

Mayor Griffin was the first 
to use the new machine in 
Sierra Madre, according to 
Tom Kirk,' city engineer. He 
grabbed a rake and scratched 
the heated asphalt into gravel¬ 
sized bits. Then the rejuvena- 
tor was squirted on the area 
and it was rolled smooth. 

Kirk believes this is the 
way to repair the streets — 
by recycling old asphalt and 
using only a little added 
asphalt instead of cutting out 
the old asphalt and hauling it 
to the dump. 

According to O’Connor, the 
savings to a city are 15 min¬ 
utes, 850 lbs. of asphalt per 
patch, four men and four 
pieces of equipment which in¬ 
clude two trucks, a jackham- 
merm a saw and a prime ma¬ 
chine. Also saved are the four 
months repairs can be made 
during inclement winter 
weather.

Public Transportation 
For Local Students 


Sierra Madre children at¬ 
tending Pasadena public 
schools and traveling via 
public transportation next 
year will be helping the Pasa¬ 
dena Unified &hool District 
to save $578,000. 

That amount of money 
saved from the Pasadena 
School Board’s decision to 
resort to public transporta¬ 
tion — RTD — will help the 
board replenish part of the 
financial hole it has found 
itself in this year, according 
to Supt. Raymon Cortines. 

“The staff has worked for 
several months to find a place 
to cut back since I asked 
for budget cuts. Fewer pro¬ 
grams will be cut now — 
(and we’ll have) a better 
operating fiscal base,” Cor- 
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tines said. 

The proposal to use pub¬ 
lic transportation instead of 
private transportation was 
first brought to the district 
14 years ago by Cortines. The 
plan was adopted at last 
week’s board meeting. 

How will riding public 
RTD buses affect Sierra Ma¬ 
dre children? 

Cortines explained that only 
Sierra Madre students at¬ 
tending Wilson Junior High, 
Pasadena High School and 
Marshall Secondary School 
would be affected. Embree 
buses will still be hired to 
bus elementary school chil¬ 
dren, he added.
